Claim 2: The method of claim 1 , wherein the semiconductor substrate is selected from 
the group consisting of a silicon substrate, a germanium substrate, a gallium arsenide 
substrate, a silicon germanium substrate, an indium phosphide substrate, a gallium 
nitride substrate, a silicon carbide substrate an a silicon on insulator (SOI) substrate. 

Claim 1 1 : The method of claim 10, wherein the active device is selected from the group 
consisting of a metal-oxide-semiconductor transistor (MOS transistor), a bipolar junction 
transistor (BJT), and a power amplifier, and the passive device is selected from the 
group consisting of an antenna, a high quality factor inductor (high Q inductor), a power 
divider, a filter, a resonator, a transmission line and a coupler. 
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Claim 13: The method of claim 12, wherein the second isolation layer is selected from 
the group consisting of a silicon oxide layer (SiO x layer, 0<x<2.0), a silicon nitride layer 
(SiN y layer, 0<y<1.33) and a silicon oxynitride layer (SiO x N y layer, 0<x<2.0, 0<y<1.33) 
formed by a low temperature process.
